A Kunai normally had a leaf-shaped blade and 
a handle with a ring on the pommel for Costtobuy N/A 
attaching a rope. The attached rope allowed 
Costtosell N/A 
the kunai's handle to be wrapped to function 
as a grip, or to be strapped to a stick asa 
makeshift spear; to be tied to the body for concealment; to be used as an anchor or piton, 
and sometimes to be used as the rope dart. Contrary to popular belief, kunai were not 
designed to be used primarily as throwing weapons. Instead, kunai were primarily tools 


and, when used as weapons, were stabbing and thrusting implements. 


Stances 6 J 


There are various stances or 'kamae' meaning ‘posture’ used when handling a kunai by a 


trained user, such as: 


The Bobi no kamae, where one hides the kunai against the thigh while directing their 
opponent's attention away from the knife to there outstretched hand in a knife hand 
form. 

The Gedan no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 
pointing towards the opponent's leg. but in the reverse grip the index finger points 
downward instead. 

The Hira no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 
pointing sideways . But in the reverse grip the index finger points sideways instead. 
The Jodan no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 
at the back pointing straight up. But in the reverse grip the index finger points up 
instead. 

The Jumonji no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 
crossed in front of the body. But in the reverse grip the knife either points forward or 
is hidden behind the forearm. 

The Kyo-e no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 


hidden behind one's back. The other hand points to the ground in a manner the opens 
up the stance to all manner of cuts. The stance can be used to lull an opponent's 
defenses down by offering the hand as if to shake there's in a peaceful manner. 

The Seigan no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife 
points the knife's tip towards the opponent's eyes. But on the reverse grip the index 
finger is pointed instead. 

The Shizen no kamae, a kunai handling stance in which the hand holding the knife is 
hidden behind one's back. While the other hand points to the ground in a manner the 


opens up the stance to all manner of cuts.
